3 . Plant Materials 


a. Plant List s The complete list of plants,.including 
a schedule of quantities is included in Bid 
Proposal Form. 

b. Substitutions » Substitutions of varieties.and amounts 
may be submitted for consideration. Substitute of 
sizes will not be accepted. 

c. Quality: All plants shall be 8-10 feet insize suitable 
for planting as street trees and are to be typical 

of their species or variety. All plants shall have 
normal, well, developed branches and vigorous roots 
system. They shall be sound, healthy,.vigorous, free 
from defects, disfiguring knots, abrasions of the 
bark, sunscale injuries, plant diseases, insect eggs, 
borers, and all other forms of infections. Height 
of branching should bear a relationship to the size 
and kind of tree also so that the crown of the tree - 
will be in good balance with the trunk as the tree 
grows.

Bid No. 600 

All trees shall have a heavy'fibrous root system' which 
has been developed by proper cultural treatment, trans¬ 
planting, root pruning, etc. Approved minimum root 
spread of 20 inches is required. All plants shall be 
nursery-grown unless otherwise stated, and shall have 
been growing under the same climatic conditions as the 
location of this project for at least two (2) years 
prior to date of planting on this project. Plants which 
have been held in storage will be rejected if they show 
signs of growth during storage. Collected plants shall 
be taken from a subgrade favorable to good root develop¬ 
ment. All collected material shall be clean, sound stock 
and shall be free from decaying stumps. 


d. Measurements : Size and grading standards shall conform 
to those of the American Association of Nurserymen • 
unless otherwise specified. A plant shall be dimensioned 
as it stands in its natural position. Stock furnished 
shall be a fair average between the minimum and maximum 
sizes specified. 


e. Preparation of Plants * In preparing plants for moving, 
all precautions customary in good trade practice shall 
be taken. Workmanship that fails to meet the highest 
standards will not be accepted. All plants shall be 
dug to retain as many fibrous roots as possible. All 
plants shall be dug immediately before moving unless 
otherwise specified. 


f. Inspection ; All plants shall be subject to inspection 
in the nursery or collecting grounds before any plants 
are dug. The City Arborist or his representative shall 
be the sole judge of the quality and acceptability of 
the materials. The cost of such inspection shall be 
included in the bid price. 


g. Delivery : All plants shall be packed, transported and 
handled with utmost care to insure adequate protection 
against injury. Each shipment shall be certified by 
State and Eederal Authorities to be free from disease 
and infestation. Any inspection certificates required 
by law to this effect shall accompany each shipment 
invoice or order of stock, and, on arrival, the trees 
will be inspected by the City Arborist'; and if not accept¬ 
able will be returned at no cost to the City of Fort 
Wayne. Tree prices to include delivery to Lawton Park, 
Fort Wayne, Indiana according to intervals specified by 
City Arborists for fall 197^- planting.
